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REMARKS 

Claims 1 through 51 are currently pending in the application and are subject to an 
Election of Species Restriction Requirement. Claims 1,11, 25, 26, 36, 50, and 51 are amended 
herein. Claims 2-10, 12-15, 17-24, 27-35, and 37-49 are withdrawn as being directed to non- 
elected species. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the species of invention as set 
forth in claim 16. The claims which are readable on the elected species include amended claim 
1, which is considered to be generic, and claims 1 1, 25, 26, 36, 50, and 51. 

Claim 1 is amended herein and is considered to be generic. Applicants note that claims 
12, 14, 15, 17, 21, 23, and 24, which depend from claim 1, are directed to non-elected species 
and would be allowable upon allowance of generic claim 1 . Consequently, Applicants have 
withdrawn these claims and anticipate rejoinder of at least these claims should claim 1 be 
allowed. 

Applicants believe that the election of species and the claims readable thereon are proper 
and respectfully request an action on the merits of claims 1, 11, 16, 25, 26, 36, 50, and 51.
